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The  average  income  of  persons  engaged  in  agriculture  fluctuates  more  violently  than  the 
average  earnings  of  industrial  workers.  During  periods  of  rapidly  rising  prices,  the  prices  of 
the  commodities  farmers  buy  do  not  increase  as  fast  as  the  prices  of  the  products  which  they 
sell.  At  these  times,  the  average  income  available  for  living,  of  persons  on  farms,  is  rela- 
tively higher  than  that  of  industrial  workers. 

In  period  of  deflation,  the  prices  of  the  goods  farmers  buy  do  not  drop  as  fast  as  the 
prices  of  the  goods  they  sell.  In  these  cases,  the  net  income  in  acriculture  recedes  faster  and 
to  a  much  lower  point  than  the  income  of  industrial  workers. 
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THE    FAHM    INCOME  SITUATION 

Summary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  for  September  rose  about  10  percent 
over  August  and  amounted  to  1,9^3  million  dollars.    This  is  a  12  percent 
advance  over  the  1,726  million  dollars  received  in  September  19^2  and  was 
due  largely  to  increases  in  receipts  from  cotton  and  cottonseed,  tobacco, 
fruits  and  nuts,  and  meat  animals. 

Although  substantial  gains  were  shown  in  income  from  both  crops  and 
livestock,  the  increases  were  not  as  great  as  usual.     The  seasonally  adjusted 
index  for  crops  decreased  10  percent  from  August  to  September  and  the  index 
for  livestock  dropped  off  7  percent.    Government  payments  in  September  were 
57  million  dollars  compared  with  73  million  dollars  for  August  19^3 
27  million  dollars  for  September  19*+2. 

Total  receipts  from  farm  marketings  for  the  period' January  through 
September  v/ere  13,062  million  dollars.    Eor  the  same  period  in  19^2  they 
amounted  to  10,.lHl  million  dollars.     C-overnment  payments  for  the  9~month 
period  were  553  million  dollars,  making  the  total  cash  income  I3»bl5  million 
dollars  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  19^3  as  compared  with  10,6?2  million 
dollars  for  the  same  period  in  19^2. 

Income  from  food  grains  for  September  was  21  percent  below  the  month 
before  and  receipts  from  feed  grains  and  hay  were  down  17  percent.  The 
value  of  dairy  products  sold  was  9  percent  less  than  for  August.    The  income 
for  all  other  groups  of  commodities  showed  increases. 

Income  from  wheat  in  September  was  lower  as  marketings  dropped  off. 
Incomes  from  corn,  oats,  and  barley  were  less  than  for  August  but  receipts 
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from  both  corn  and  oats  were  not  down  as  much  as  usual..    Income  from  milk 
sold. at  wholesale  was  down  about  2  percent  even  after  seasonal  adjustment.

Income  from  farm  marketings  for  August  were  1,772  million  dollars, 
a  26  percent  advance  over  the  l,Ul2  million  dollars  received  in  August  19^2 
and  a  15  percent  increase  over  July  this  year.    Significant  gains  were  made 
over  July  for  all  classes  of  crops  except  vegetables,  which  showed  an  S  percent 
decrease. 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  nearly  the  same  as 
those  for  July.     Income  from  poultry  and. eggs  and  from  dairy  products  was 
down  but  receipts  from  meat  animals  were -9 -percent  above  July. 

When  allowance  is  made  for  seasonal  trend,  total  income  for  August  was 
h  percent  above  July,  receipts  from  crops  were  7  percent  greater,  and  income 
from  livestock  and  livestock  products  increased  2  percent.     Income  from  dairy 
products  was.  down  a  little  more  than  seasonally  while  the  decrease  in  receipts 
from  poultry  and  eggs  was  not  as  great  as  usual. 

While  total  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  for  August  was  26  percent 
above  the  same  month  last  year,  receipts  were  relatively  low  in  the  North  and 
South  Atlantic  States.     Income  in- these  States  ranged  from  3  percent  below 
19^2  in  Rhode  Island  to  3S  percent  above  in  Georgia.     In  the  North  Atlantic 
region  income  fell  off  on  most  crops  except  potatoes.     In  the  South  Atlantic 

^region  the  poor  peach  crop  was . responsible  to  a  large  extent  for  the  low 

'income.       *  '  : 

As  compared  with  19^2,  income  for-  August  was  highest  in  the  West  North 
Central  region  with  3^-percent  increase..  Receipts  from  nearly  all  major 
products  were,  well  above  last  year.     Income  from  corn  was       percent  higher, 
receipts  from. flaxseed. were  46  percent . greater,  and  income  from  hogs  showed 
an  increase  of  <jjik  percent.    Drought  conditions  helped  to  ma.ture  the  cotton 
crop,  early  and  brought,  about  unusually,  large  receipts  from  cotton  in  some 
of  the  States,  where  income  from,  crops ■  was  especially  high. 

Cash  income  in  the  United  States  for  the  first  8  months  was  32  percent 
above' 19^-2.    Receipts  from  crops  were;  37- percent  greater-  than  last  year  and 
income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  J>0  percent  higher.  Income 
was  relatively  low  in  the  North  Atlantic  region.    Low  receipts  for  truck 
crops  in  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  and  Rhode  Island,  and  only  10  percent  increase 
in  income  from  dairy  products  for  the  region  as  a  whole,  did  much  to  hold  total 
receipts  down.

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Gains  over  last  year  of  39  percent  in  total  cash  income  for  both  the 
South  Atlantic  region  find  the  West  North  Central  region  represented  the 
greatest  regional  increases.    Income  from  crops  in  West  Virginia  fell  off 
noticeably  because  of  low  receipts  from  fruit,  but  it  was  maintained  in 
other  States  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  well  above  the  19^2  level  in  spite 
of  reduced  incomes  from  fruit  in  most  instances.    Receipts  from  crops  in  the 
region  were  increased  materially  by  a  68-percent  gain  in  income  from  citrus 
fruits  in  Florida.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  especially 
high  in  Delaware,  largely  because  of  a  10k  percent  increase  in  broiler  sales, 
and  in  Georgia  because  of  sharp  rises  in  receipts  from  meat  animals  and  from 
poultry  and  eggs. 

In  the  West  North  Central  region  income  was  unusually  high  for  wheat, 
corn,  oil-bearing  crops,  and  meat  animals.    The  greatest  gains  in  the  United 
States  in  income  from  crops  as  compared  with  receipts  in  the  same  g-month 
period  in  19*42  were  made  by  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota.    Increases  in 
receipts  from  wheat,  feed  crops,  flaxseed,  and  potatoes  were  especially  high 
in  these  States. 

North  Atlantic  Region 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  region  for  August 
was  13  percent  higher  than  for  the  same  month  in  19^2.     Crop  income  was  up 
5  percent  and  livestock  20  percent.    Receipts  from  wheat,  rye,  and  oats  were 
below  I9U2  while  income  from  buckwheat,  corn,  barley,  and  hay  was  well  above 
the  income  for  August  I9U2.     The  incomes  from  potatoes,  sweetpotato es,  and 
dry  edible  beajis  were  materially  above  19^2  while  receipts  from  fruits  were 
slightly  below  last  year.    The  income  from  all  classes  of  livestock  and 
livestock  products  showed  substantial  gains  over  last  year  with  the  exception 
of  milk  sold  at  retail.  ■  Receipts  from  broilers  were  up  60  percent  over 
August  19^2. 

Income  in  the  States  of  the  region  varied  considerably  in  comparison 
with  August  of  last  year.    In  Vermont  receipts  from  crops  were  37  percent 
below  the  19^+2  level  while  in  New  Jersey  income  from  crops  was  20  percent 
above  last  year.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  New  Hampshire 
and  New  Jersey  was  only  11  percent  above  August  19^2  while  in  Connecticut  it 
was  27  percent  above  last  year.    The  total  income  from  farm  marketings  varied 
from  3  percent  below  last  year  in  Rhode  Island  to  17  percent  above  19^2  in 
New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania. 

For  the  first  S  months,  income  from  crops  rose  20  percent  above  August 
1 9*4-2  and  receipts  from  livestock  rose  23  percent.     Income  from  sweetpotatoes 
was  121  percent  greater  than  in  19^2  and  receipts  from  soybeans  were  nearly 
four  times  as  large  as  last  year.    Income  from  tobacco  and  potatoes  was  also 
up  sharply.    Receipts  from  meat  animals  and  poultry  and  eggs  shewed  substantial 
gains.    Maine  made  the  greatest  advance  in  total  income  with  a  3  percent 
increase  over  August  19U2.    The  smallest  gain  was 'made  by  Rhode  Island  which 
showed  an  8  percent  increase  over  last  year.

There  was  a  greater  variation  in  the  income  from  crops  as 
compared  with  last  year  in  this  region  than  in  any  other  region'in  the  country 
In  Oklahoma  receipts  from  crops  were  29  percent  below  August  19^-2*    This  was 
due  mostly  to  a  severe  reduction  in  receipts' from. wheat,  cotton,  and  fruit. 
In  Mississippi  income  from  crops  for  August : was  four  times  as  great  as  in 
August  19^2.     Early  maturity  of  the  cotton  crop  brought  about  larger-than- 
usual'  receipts  from  cotton  and ■  cottonseed  in  this  State,    Income  from  vege- 
tables and  cotton  for  th«  entire  region  showed  marked  gains,  but  receipts 
from  fruits  were  down  by  ^5  percent.     Income  from  poultry  and  eggs  was 
63  percent  above  last  year  and  receipts  from  meat  animals  were  22  percent 
greater  than  for  August  19^+2. 

For  the  period  January  through  August,  receipts  were  33  percent  greater 
than -for  "the  same  period  in  19^2.-     Crops  were  up  3^  percent  and  livestock  and 
livestock  products  increased  J>2  percent*    Income  from  oil-bearing  crops  was 
more  than  three  times  as  great  as  for  19*4-2.    Receipts  for  tobacco  were  68  per- 
cent above  last  year  and  income  from  vegetables"  was  5^  percent  greater, 
Receipts  from' citrus  fruits  for  the  8-month  period  showed  an  incree.se  of 
92  percent  over  last  year.     Income  from  apples  was  9^  percent  greater  than 
in  19^2,  but  receipts  from  peaches  and  pear's  declined  severely.    Income  from 
poultry  and  eggs  showed  a  75  percent  gain  over"  19^-2  and  receipts  from  meat 
animals  were  up  by  nearly  one-third. 

Western  Region 

Cash  income  in  the  Western- region  .fo"r  August  was  28  percent  above  the 
'same  month  last  year.    Receipts  from  crops  were  36  percent  greater  than  in 
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19^2  and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  up  17  percent. 
Income  from  feed  crops  were  51  percent  above  last  year  and  receipts  from 
vegetables  were  37  percent  greater  than  in  lQ^-2.     Income  from  citrus  fruits 
was  up  37  percent  and  receipts  from  other  fruit9  increased  percent. 
Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  showed  a  gain  of  ho  percent  over  last  year. 
Income  from  dairy  products  increased  23  percent  and  income  from  meat  animals 
was  up  11  percent.    The  increase  of  121  percent  in  income  from  crops  in  Utah 
was  due  mostly  to  the  good  peach  and  pear  crops  and  to  a  sharp  rise  in  receipt 
from  vegetables. 

Increases  in  income  in  California  were  especially  marked  in  feed  crops, 
oil-bearing  crops,  vegetables,  and  dairy  products. 

For  the  period  January  through  August,  income  from  vegetables  rose 
57  percent  in  the  entire  region  as  compared  with  the  same  period  in  19^+2. 
Receipts  from  cotton  showed  a  gain  of  5^"  percent  and  income  from  oil-bearing 
crops  rose  65  percent.    Receipts  from  citrus  fruits  were  51  percent  greater 
than  for  19^2  and  receipts  from  all  fruits  increased  37  percent.    Income  from 
poultry  and  eggs  was       percent  above  last  year  and  receipts  from  meat  animals 
and  from  dairy  products  also  showed  significant  gains.
